At the offices of tlte provost marshal 


general, where ull th« vast plan of 
registering the millions of citizens bad 
been formed, where the whole scheme 
had been shaped and Into which run 
the wires of manipulation by means of 
which the vast enterprise, the most 
gigantic census of manhood ever gath- 
ered In a single day, there was no more 
excitement than If the whole limit of 
the program was the conduct of a pri- 
mary election for sheriff In America'! 
smallest county. 


Excitement, there was none. 
The 


mechanism did not rattle; the bearings 
did not squeak. It was as though un- 
der the guiding hand of Major Gen- 
eral Crowder the whole system, lubri- 
cated to a nicety, had been running on 
for months. 


Even before the amendment to the 


selective draft law under which men 
between the ages of eighteen and 
twenty-one ind between thirty-one 
and forty-five were ordered to regis- 
ter the provost marshal general's of- 
fice had been prepared for the day's 
stirring event The organization used 
in the great first draft of June 5, 1917, 
was employed throughout the nation, 
the election machinery and the educa- 
tional system furnishing the clerical 
force and the locations for the thou- 
sands of draft offices. 


A noteworthy feature of the day was 


the absence of any repoit of disturb- 
ance or a breakdown of the regisua- 
tion machines in any part of the coun- 
try. 


The 5,000 local boards are under in- 


struction to report directly to the ad- 
jutant generals of their states, who 
will report to their respective gov- 
eraor* * The returns to Washington 
will be made by the governors.

the world cane crop, and the Jara sug- 
ar Is too far removed from America to 
transport when ohlpplnc is badly need- 
ed to transport and maintain the mili- 
tary forces In France.

crop Is still awaiting shipment Since 
It requires 150 to 1GO daya for each 
boat that Is sent to Java, the possibili- 
ties of obtaining adequate shipments 
of Java sugar this season are remote. 


Allies' Production Falls. 


Taking the Allied nations as a group, 


official reports show that beet sugar 
production Is less by one-third than the 
pre-war average. 


French beet sugar Industry has suf- 


fered most by the war. The French 
yield of beet sugar is now only 2».1 
per cent, of the pre-war average. 


For the five years preceding the out- 


break of hostilities In Europe. France 
produced an average of 752,342 tons of 
sugar each year. 
For 1917-18 the 


Fren<-h production was 219,416 tons. 


With 61 factories operating, as com- 


pared with more than 200 that were 
in existence before the war and before 
the general campaign of destructlve- 
ne1^ launched b> the German'armies. 
France nevertheless managed to manu- 
facture mo>-e boet sugar in 1917-18 
than in 1916-17. \\hen the total output 
vas 202.113 tons 


Italy in 1917-18 produced 100.SOO 


tons of beet susar, which was 56.000 
tons le«s than the previous year and 
110.250 less than the annual output of 
-,t:iar for the five year pi-e-war pe- 
riod. 


One of the great difficulties erperi- 


t-nced In Italy's beet sugar industry 
,.as finding sufficient labor to handle 
the crop. Thousands of men usually 
employed in beet sugar production 
•vere called for military service. The 
yield per acre amounted to approxi- 
mately half of the usual quantity of 
beets harvested.

Already more than 12,000 prisoners

Extract From Mr. Roofs Address 


at the Annual Meeting of the 


National Security League 
, 
Held May Atb, J 918. 


"We are going to elect a Congress this coming 


fall. 
There is one great single predominant qualifi- 


cation for an-election to that Congress, and that is a 
loyal heart. (Applause). 


"I don't care whether a man is a Democrat or a 


Republican or a Progressive or a Socialist or a Prohi- 
bitionist, or whatnot, he must have a loyal heart, or 
it is treason to send him to Congress. 
(Applause). 


There are probably from twenty to thirty Congres- 
sional districts in this country where there is a loyal 
majority but where there is so large a disloyal minor- 
ity that a dixrision of the loyal majority may let a pro- 
German in. 
In every one of those districts, Demo- 


crats and Republicans and all loyal men should get 
together, and agree upon the loyal man of one party 
or the other who is the surest to carry the district, 
and all unite on him without regard to party.
